BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW51.44.010 and 1961 ¢ 23 s 51.44.010 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

(1) There shall be, in the office of the state treasurer, a fund to
be known and designated as the "accident fund."

(2) Expenditures fromthe accident fund shall be nade only to the
industrial insurance division at the departnent of |abor and industries
for purposes related to the paynent of benefits or the adm nistration
of industrial insurance prograns.

(3) The director shall submt a witten letter to the |leqgislature
by Decenber 1st of each year attesting that the accident fund is being
used only for the purposes of subsection (2) of this section.

Sec. 2. RCW 51. 44. 020 and 1961 c¢c 23 s 51.44.020 are each anended
to read as foll ows:
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(1) There shall be, in the office of the state treasurer, a fund to
be known and designated as the "nedical aid fund."

(2) Expenditures fromthe nedical aid fund shall be nade only to
the industrial insurance division at the departnment of |abor and
industries for purposes related to the paynent of benefits or the
adm nistration of industrial insurance prograns.

(3) The director shall submt a witten letter to the |legislature
by Decenber 1st of each year attesting that the nedical aid fund is
being used only for the purposes of subsection (2) of this section.

Sec. 3. RCW 51.44.033 and 1975 1st ex.s. ¢ 224 s 16 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

(1) There shall be, in the office of the state treasurer, a fund to
be known and designated as the "suppl enmental pension fund((%))." The
director shall be the adm nistrator thereof. ((Satd+undshal—beused

bed_in this title))

(2) Expenditures fromthe supplenental pension fund shall be nade
only to the industrial insurance division at the departnent of | abor
and industries for purposes related to the paynment of benefits or the
adm nistration of industrial insurance prograns, or to other prograns
as specified in this title. Before approving an expenditure fromthe
supplenental pension fund, the legislature nust find that the
expenditure is reasonably related to industrial insurance or a
recogni zed insurance ri sk managenent activity.

(3) The director shall submt a witten letter to the |legislature
by Decenber 1st of each year attesting that the supplenental pension
fund is being used only for the purposes of subsection (2) of this
section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 51.44 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Any ratepayer or group of ratepayers, acting as a class, my
file an action in superior court to protest the use of the accident
fund, the nmedical aid fund, or the supplenental pension fund.

(2) If a court finds that expenditures fromthe accident fund, the
medi cal aid fund, or the supplenental pension fund are not related to
a purpose under RCW51.44.010, 51.44.020, or 51.44.033, the departnent

1 is prohibited from making the expenditures, and the ratepayer or
2 rat epayers nust be conpensated for actual attorneys' fees and an award
3 of triple damages.
